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INTRODUCTION 


The ANTIC PUBLIC DOMAIN LIBRARY is an exceptionally nice collection of 
software collected by ANTIC Magazine. You may obtain this software 
either through ANTIC Magazine or through DYNACOMP. DYNACOMP, however, 
offers them at a much lower price and provides much faster delivery. 


As is usually the case with public domain disks, there is no associated 
printed documentation. What instructions exist are incorporated into 
the disk files. However, to help you get started, DYNACOMP has 
prepared this little booklet. 


AUTOBOOT DISKS 

More than half of the disks in this collection are autoboot; that is, 
all you have to do is turn on the disk drive, insert the disk and then 
turn on the computer. Below is a list of the disks which you can do 
this with: 


A. Autoboot disk requiring BASIC Language Cartridge to be installed 
before loading (800 series; not necessary for 800 XL): 
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Note that disk #20 requires a joystick to make a program selection. 
Then, press the trigger (not start) to execute. © 


B. Autoboot disks requiring the BASIC cartridge to be removed before 
loading: 


14A and 14B 
You must boot on 14A and type 10 UE (press RETURN). 
Note also that to copy 14A and 14B, you need a sector copier. 


Even some of these disks simply autoboot you into just the DOS menu. 
To go from these, see the next section. 


NON-AUTOBOOT DISKS 
Now life gets a little more difficult. The following disks require 


that the BASIC cartridge be installed, but do not autoboot a program 
menu or program: 


a, 6, 8, 10,11, 15; 17,29 





In this case, you should check the disk directory. This is done as 
follows: 


1. Boot using your system disk. 
2. If you do not get the DOS menu, type DOS (press RETURN). 
3. Remove the system disk and insert the DYNACOMP disk. 


4. Press the letter A, and PueSs RETURN twice. This will give 
you the disk directory.» 


There are four types of Files which you should be aware of and know how 
to use: 


1. Data or Text Files 
2. System Files 
3. Documentation Files 
4. BASIC Programs 
1. Data Files 
These usually have the Forti 


XXXXX.NUM 
XXXXX. TXT 


Don't do anything with these files. Other programs use them. 
2. System Files 
These have the form: 
XXXXX. SYS 
Again, don't do anything. 
3. Documentation Files 
These generally have the form: 
XXXXX. DOC 


Go to BASIC (Option B on the DOS menu) . You will get a READY 
message. Now type (where XXXXX is given in the disk directory): 


ENTER "D:XXXXX.DOC" (press RETURN) 
LIST (press RETURN). 


The documentation file should scroll by. 





4. BASIC Programs 


These appear with various extenders: 


XXXXX. SND 

XXXXX.BAS 

XXXXX.GTI 

XXXXX. (no extender) 
XXXXX. I 

XXXXX. II 

XXXXX.ARS 


Let's take an example: HUNT.BAS 


a. Choose Option B on the DOS menu to enter BASIC. 
b. Type RUN "D:HUNT.BAS". 


Say there was no extender (e.g., VULTURES). Then, just type RUN 
“D: VULTURES". 


CONCLUSION 


The software through the public domain is well worth the price. 
However, they do not meet commercial standards, especially with respect 
to documentation. DYNACOMP hopes that this little booklet will at 
least help you get started. Have fun! 
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
